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Loyalty of thk Ninth Congressional Dis- 
trict. — Tho army correspondents of tho Cincin- 
nati papers have written uaozl inter© ling and 
graphic *1 jscriptions of the battles fought by our 
soldiers ia eastern Kentucky, but they are affi ct- 
fd with a chronic disposition to dotract from the 
loyalty of the Union men iu that region. One of 
these oxcelhut writers, said to be the Kev. Mr. 
liaddis, chaplain of the 2d Ohio, in his receut 
correspondence for the Commercial, while compli- 
menting Gen. Nelson in most deserved terms, 
complains that the Union men of Eastern Ken- 
tucky did not sympathize with him enfluiootly, 
and asserts that there aro many professional 
Union men there, but when it comes to taking a 
positive stand, it is “Good Lord or good devil” 
that, but if the secesh triumph they aro on that 
side. “True," he says, “we found many good 
friends, but they were only the exceptions.” We 
cannot better do our duty towards exonerating 
our friends in that quarter of the State than by 
quoting their noble and truthful defence, ns made 
by the Mavsville Eagle. That paper says: 

"The charge? against the Union men of East- 
ern Kentucky are most urj ist and entirely un- 
true. Kentucky already has her full quota in 
the camp and in the field, although recruiting 
only commencod ia the State about ton we’iks 
ego, and this under the many disadvantages 
arising from the fact that nearly one third of the 
State is within the Conftil irate lines and recruit- 
ing in such counties thus rendered exceedingly 
difficult. The Ninth Congressional District iot 
only gave the largest Union vote of any in the 
State, but it has nobly responded to the call to 
arms. It has now* full thirty- fiva hundred men 
in the field ai brave and patriotic as cm be 
found anywhere in the wido world. Tho Dis- 
trict has already given more Union soldiers in 
proportion to its Union vote than any District 
in the Northern States, and before tbe war 
cloees we will have add*?d to the number already 
greater than our fair proportion. Wo have fur- 
nished men much more rapidly than the Gov- 
ernment has been ablo to arm and supply them 
with food and clothing; but, though suffering 
intensely, our brave boys have borno up under 
hardships without a murmur, and their enthu- 
siasm and zeal have ccntinucd unchilled by the 
negloct of the Government. They have endured 
their full share cf the fatigues of the campaign 
uncomplainingly', end when exposed to the fire of 
the enemy, as they have been most liberally, all 
undrilled and badly' equipped as they wore, they 
proved to the satisfaction of all that Kentucky 
blood has not degenerated.” 

"Nor is it true that Ibe Union men of Ken- 
tucky, outsido of the volunteefs, havo as a gen- 
eral thing exhibited any want of sympathy with 
the cuuso. On the contrary, wo know that theirs’ 
has been a most generous ardor, and that General 
Nelson has been assisted by them to the extent 
of their ability'. We know not how much was 



Thk thk National 

Capitol. — iCWkdn^^Vat tbe arli9t, Hogerr. 
was commissioned some’ ^ears ago by our Gov- 
ernment to mod9l and have ca3t in broDze f »ld- 
ing doors for tbe Capitol. The doors have just 
been cast at Munich, and an English writer who 
has seen them give] the following description of 
the designs which ornament them : 

The bronze doors intended for the Capitol at 
Washington, designed and modeled at II >me, by 
the Americin artist, Roger-*, have lately been on 
view at tho Royal foundry, where they wore 
cist. 1 he workmanship, as is alway'S the case 
with whatever emanates from the Munich foun- 
dry, is admirable. There is a sharpness in the 
linos, and a finish in the minute?t detail, which 
are in tho highest degree creditable. Of the doors 
themsslves ic is not easy to convey an a Equate 
idaa by a mere dicer plion; for an enumeration of 
all that is represented might, induce the bolidf 
that there was a crowding of objects, an I that 
the allotted space was overfilled; and this is not 
the case. Each door — : he whole f> rms a folding 
door — is divided into four compartments or pan- 
els. Thus, within a semi-circular space above, 
w hich has the breadth of both the doors together, 
there are nine division?, in each of which an im- 
portant moment of Columbus's life is rtpresontod. 

The figures stand out in full relief, and some of 
the groups are eminently successful. The crown- 
ing event of the discoverer's c ireor occupies the 
commanding spot ovor the top of tho doors. Hero 
Columbus, standing on a mound, forms the cen- 
tral figure. He has ju9t landed trom a boat, and 
with the standard of Arragon and Castile planted 
on the new soil, and with sword upraised in his 
right hand, he takes possession of the land in tbe 
name of his sovereigns. Some boatmen are still 
in ihe skiff, others are kneeling on the shore, 
w hite a group of Indians, peeping from behind a 
tree on the opposite side, look on in wondoiiag 
astonishment. In one compartment is reprfssnted 
tbe triumphal entry of Columbus into Madrid on 
his first roturn frtui America, amid crowds of 
gazers at him, the hero of the triumph, and at 
the Indians, who precede the procession with 
paroquets on their upraised arms. 

Tho next panel is < ccupied with a sadder story. 
Here Columbu**, in ebainp, surrounded by a sor- 
rowing population, is about to embark for Europe. 
Then, the ‘last econo of all,'* accomplishing bis 
"strange, eventful history,” we see him on his 
deathbed, attend- d only by a nun end somo 
priests, who Administer to him the consolations of 
religion. His son 6ta r ds bosidu him. In the 
thickness of the dcor itself niche i are formed, at 
certaia intervals, and iu these are fin ill whole- 
length figures of the great c ^temporaries of Co- 
lumbus — kings, statesmen, ecclesiastics, and war- 
riors. In the centre, close to each other, are two 
such lints’of niches, whilo, on both Bides, a single 
row of figures, or.e above tho other, fills up the 
intermediate space between the outer edge of the 
panels and tho doorpost. The large bosses, so 
often seen on doon, are here the heads of tbo?e 
historians who have written on the discovery' of 
America. 

The ornaments below each niche are heads of 
animals indigenous to the country, w*ith Traits 
and Howera entwined, also characteristic of the 
New World. Every ornament is appropriate, and 
though they are manifold, there is no confusion. 
As thero will be no ohancs of the wo: k being for- 
wardod to the place of its destination for some 
time to come, it might be possible to induce tbe 
authorities to allow it to be pent to England 
momwhi'e, whore it could not fail to bo looked at 
will the greatest interest. The exhibit i>n of 
next year might present the defired opportunity 
for taking such a step. Tbe artist would bo glad 
that a » good an occasion offered for making his 
woik known, ai.d the Americans would surely' not 
bo unwilling to show the wor’d how muniflcentl 
they had coino forward to erect a grand national 
monument. 

A Startling Discovery in thk Solar Sys- 
tem. — The great end of knowledge, which is to 
find out how littlo we actually do know, sooms 
to be rapidly approached in our day. The nino- 
teonth century has shown already, more advances 
in the arts and sciences, than any live centuries 
of the preceding ages, and we daily gain new in- 
sight into the vastuess of tbe uuexplored fields of 
investigation. The chemist resolving matter into 
its original atoms, finds n€w elomeutary princi- 
ples in every new cxpjriraent, forever pausing at 
the closed door which shuts him from the secrets 
of creation. The philosopher who questions the 
raya»erv of light, of heat, of electricity, stands 
a res’eu bore and there ii hi) speculations, by the 
hand of the Great Lawgiver, which bars him 
from entering the secret pavilions of the will of 
omnipotence whence all these principles derive 
origin. The astronomer, having paused at tho 
first question, whence come the 1 1 vs that guide 
planets, ackow’edgiog humbly the unsearchihle 
nature of tho Divine Will, contents hirmelf with 
exploring immensity, and adding to tha catalogue 
of worlds, suns and stars which obey tha fiat of 
the Almighty. 

And of all ihe seekers after new thing 1 *, none 
seem to have a field so inexhaustible as they 
whoso study it is to explore space for new sys- 
tems and worlds; none seem j*o able to Appreciate 
how exceedingly limited after all is tho fiold of 
human knowledge. Within a few year.) past the 
inhabitants of this little globe of ours have been 
startled by tho announcement, that a new planet 
was rolling in space around the sun, which ii tbe 
centre of our system, far off and invisible in the 
distance,^ bich lies this sida of the stars. Then 
wo hsard from lime to time of asteroids, one and 
another, and another, discovered and added to the 
list of minor planets. But a little whilo ago, hu- 
man contemplation was confined to the world's sur- 
face and its int- rior, and men extend od thoir t>pec 
ul at ions beyond the atmosphere tiny breathed,

THAT MANASSAS SUNDAY. 

Messrs. Editors: The report of Gen. Fatter- 
Ron's speech, which appeared iu the Journal on 
Thurbday, furnUhes the liral explanation which 
1 have seen of the "military necessity” that 
caused Ihe battle of Man-*. eras' to be fought on 
Sunday. I he public will d^uhtbss be much 
obliged to the Genera! for tho facts which he has 
given, but not satisfy d without inferring the cx 
tetence of others which be has not given. 

His column was so near to Johnson that he 
could hive brought on a battle at any time, lie 
says the orders to him from headquarters, on the 
13th of July, were: "If not strong enough to 
beat the enemy, earlv r.ext week, make demon- 
strations so as to astain him in the valley of 
Winchester. 1 ’ 

Further on he says: On the 18lh (Thurs- 

day) at half past ono in the morning, he telo 
graphed Gen. Scott ibecondilim of the enemy’s 
force and of bis own, ard closed tho despatch by 
Hiking. "Jhall 1 atL-.ck ?" Hedges not say what 
despatch ho seat on Friday, the 11Kb. Generals 
Scott and McD ;well were watching Johnson with 
his eye?, and it ia not at all probable th i*. in such 
a juncture of alUir.*. the telegraph wculd be idle 
a whole day. Is not tho inforecca clear that on 
this day his communication was similar to that 
of Thursday? He say.*, on the 20th h» beard 
that Johnson hid mircbed with 33,000 Confeder- 
ate troops and a largo artillery force in a south- 
easterly direction. He immodiateiy telegraphed 
tho information to Gon. Scott and knew that he 
received it tbe came day. 

It thus appears, from General P.'s own word*, 
that this information on Saturd ay was the fir»t 
General) Scott and McDowell could have had of 
the approach of Johnson’s force. And did they 
not naturally conclude that, as he could not reach 
Manassas in one day, he might possibly reach it 
on Monday? if so. wessetbe apparent "military 
necessity” for tho Sunday battlo. 

Now it is well understood that Johnson did ac 
tualiy leave Winchester with his force on Thurs- 
day, and had boen making preparations two or 
three days before by hauling cara ovor the turn- 
pike to the Manassas Gap Railroad. And it i- 
alao well known that Gon. McDowell’s army did 
accomplish on 8 and ay all that ho and bis Gener 
als ever expected it to accomplish. But when i 
had beaten one army, another was brought up, for 
which no provision had been made. Had Gao. 
Patterson’s information of Saturday been givin 
on Thursday, when it ought to have been, or 
even on Friday, then it is probabla th« battle 
would not have been fougbt on Sunday. Cannot 
the public be certainly iufonned whether or not 
Gen. Patterson did send any dispatch on Friday, 
and, if ho did, what it w.i. ?

tho spiritual world in the sai.io clan of olj c<s 
with the heavenly bodies, and, a6 far as locality 
could l»a assigned to spiritual ex : stecce, they lo- 
cated the spirit world with the stars, in a sort of 
imaginary and unapproachable position in space. 
The advance of scientific knowledge enabled as- 
tronomers to measure distances among planets, 
and at length brought the solar system so close 
toge»hor that wo have imperceptibly learned to 
think of it as our own sphere of knowlodge, until 
now we talk ard think and spoculate about what 
is within its great circles very much as iu ancieut 
times men spoke of the known world. What is 
outside of the s r stem is unknown in spice, but 
what is within it i) tho sul jectof our *1 ally etudy, 
and we are daily learning more and more of it.’ 
Theso remarks are suggested b^Aiscoverv, 
hitherto unknown to the general r, which 
has been made by eminent astronomers within 
the rast year. 

Wo havo before us some sbeels from the No- 
vember number of tbe American Jouroal of Sci- 
ence and Arts, which contain two very important 
papers, explanatory of the discovery to which wo 
now allude: (1 ) Tho observations of Prof. Twi- 
ning on the periodic meteors of Angus’; and (2 ) 
Tho August Ring of Meteors, by Prof. II. A. New- 
ton. 

It may dow be regarded as a now and startling 
feature of tho solar system that there is at lf/as»t 
one ring of meteoric formations, surrounding the 
sun, which has a regular revolution. The re- 
currence of the meteoric display in August of 
each year is explained by tho fact that the earth 
passes, at that time, through tho ring, and the 
contact of its formations with our atmosphere 
renders them visible in combustion. The article 
of Professor Nowtcn is specially valuable and in- 
teresting, ns presenting the fact that the inclina- 
tion of the ring to tho eclin ic baa been measured, 
and so far fixed as to rent sr it cortain that tho 
meteors of other known annual recurrence cannot 
belong to the same ring. Whether other rings 
exist, or not, remains to ho shown, but this for 
tbe present may be regarded as ascertained, that 
a meteoric ring, with an inclination of from 81 J 
to% J to the ecliptic, and with a periodic time 
f 281 dayp, actually forms an important part of 
he solar system. That the world passes through 
this ring annually in August, and is several days 
in pissing from s de to rido, so that its thickness 
is five or ten millions of miks. 

The general reader will perhap) understand 
this discovery be’ ter by placing it in very fim- 
p'e language. Meat persons aro already familiar 
with tho fact that meteors, or shooting stars r* 
they are often called, are annually visible in 
great quantities daring the month of August on 
certain nights. On any one of those nigh’s two or 
thr^e persons, watching the r-ky, may count from 
one to two hundred of them in an hour or two. 

It may now be tak-n as an ascertained fact in 
astronomy that these meteors, which consist of 
various mineral?, are a few, out of many millions 
of millions, which are lxiitod in a great ring, 
that surrounds the sun, and ia as regular in its 
revolution as the earth or any plane’. Prof. Now- 
ton. taking ore in jming’s observation, mak<*s a 
rough calculation that there aro more than J00,- 
000,000,000,000 of these bodies in the ring. 

The mind at once recurs to tbe ring of Saturn, 
and wonders whether this meteoric ring in any 
manner resembles that. The telescopic power of 
new instruments has already resolved that mist 
beautiful phenomenon of the heavens, into a se- 
ries of rings, instead of one ring only, lis sub- 
stance ia ut.k iown. It may be conjectured that 
the looso and scattered mas 63 which lie in tha 
Solar ring, and which are perhaps too far apart 
to present a nebulous appearance to an observer 
>a a distant planet or star, may have their coun- 
terpart in the compact and b : ilHtint discs which 
surround the planet Saturn. Bat speculations of 
(hiskiiidaro very crude in tho pro3ent state of 
our knowledge on the subjic- and we recur to 
our first remarks that new and startling discover- 
ies like this only serve to show us how litile wo 
sc ually know of the acc*ets of immensity. 

It is just half a oatury since the Kabul -ir Uy 
path sis of Sir William Horschol startled the 
think ng worl-l, and f*r a long tim a scientific 
•men believed ihe theory of growing suns and 
planets, formed from misty impalpable matter 
accumulating arouni ceutrej of revolution. Hie 
Rosso to'-oECope resolving nearly all the known 
aebu’ic into groups of etar j exploded that theory 
and the Wostminsrer 11s view i) the last of it3 de- 
fenders. But from attempting to onter tho secret 
places of li d's creative power, which, as wo have 
* ! ready remarked, are closed to human ingress, it 
now seems as if the human intellect may possi- 
bly be permitted to learn something of the histo- 
ry of the dscay of suo3 acd stars. A little while 
ago wo lea rued that ia a wide spao in our owu 
system, whore a p'anot might have found its 
place, tb*re wore vast asteroids, wh*8e number 
we are yearly increasing, which follow as it wero 
ia tho orbit of the lost planet, like fragments of 
au exploded sphere. 

And now, we have this ring of meteoric bodiee, 
lying in an orbit around tbe solar centre, the orbit 
itself by soma convulsion hurled out of its place, 
*o that our own planet now parses through it, an 
•f, iu some former period, a planet had rushed 
diming along its course of destruction and van- 
i-hed, leaving its track marked forever after with 
the strewn fragojeuts of i’3 material.

gar In tho first column of tho first Part of 
tho paper of Dr. Breckinridge, as published 
in our columns, it is stated, as part of tho illus- 
tration founded ou the “ Mountain Empir§ n 
that peace cunnot be male except on the basis 
of a single National Government, — that the 
“Mountain Empire” embraces 30,000 square 
miles. It should read 300,000 square miles. 
The mistake — we cannot tell how committed — 
makes that particular argument appear to be 
only one tenth part as strong ns it really is. 

There are some other provoking and unite- 
oountablo typographical errors in the first 
Part of this great paper, which, liko the one 
noticed above, unfortunately escaped detection 
until after the whole paper was published in 
our Weekly. They are, however, such as a 
critical reader will readily take for what they 
are, and such as au uncritical reader will 
hardly discover. 

The Kentucky Senators — -Janies Guthrie, 
whim some Keutuckiana name for l. S. Senator, 
is the live embodiment of the secession idoa in 
the form of state neutrality. That is not all. Ho 
was the great feeder of the rebels bv his railroad, 
long after the proclamation of the President pro- 
hibiting commercial iuterccurse with them. He 
was, in the meanwhile, personally malignant to 
ward the North, as he aiwais has been excepting 
when ho wanted to sell his railway bonds iu our 
inaikot, and denouacod as “fools 4 (with certain 
adjectives proti xed which we do not care to re- 
peat) all Northern statesmen and Editors who de 
nied the consistency of state neutrality with 
Federal sovereignty.

tive man. The North would have a right to feel 
insulted if the State of Kentucky shotjld send 
such a man to the Federal Senate, so long as she 
has a thousand citizens equally able, mure honest, 
and lo33 ambitious. 

We cannot fairly be charged with any want of 
courtesy in the expression of these viewp, 
they must be cordially accepted by all loyal 
men in Kentucky. Babels only, either open or 
covert, can take offence at them — ind this is true 
of the people of any Suite. To sum up th 
whole in a single sentence, we must not allow* 
the return to Congress of disunion men. under 
any modified character 'of sectionalism or neu 
trality. — New York World. 

Wo think we have never before read any- 
thing in a newspaper which amazed us as this 
moat indecent and unjustifiable assault on M 
Guthrie amazes us.

Did tho proclama 
tion of the President or any obligation of 
whatever source prohibit Mr. Guthrie 
President of a railroad from running cars 
on it and voluntarily carrying in them what 
he might lawfully carry ? Thi3 he did aud 
nothing more. If articles contraband of war 
were carried over the road, they wore carried 
without his knowledge or consent, and in spite 
of tho vigilance of the cfliccrs of tho Govern- 
ment especially appointed to prevent such car- 
rying. And yet the World accounts Mr. Guth- 
rie responsible for the trade in contraband ! 
Wc sopposo the World would hold the Cap- 
tain of a packet boat responsible for the smug- 
gling of his passengers because he did not see 
fit to lay up his vessel in dock. If the World 
would not, it is inconsistent as well os absurd; 
if it would, it is simply absurd. Such aro the 
World’s specific accusations against Mr. Guth- 
rie. The rest is mere empty railing unworthy 
of notice. 

It is upon this miserable ground that the 
World arraigns James Guthrie as a moral 
traitor, and avows that “the North would have 
a right to feci insulted if the State of Ken- 
tucky should send such a man to tho Federal 
Senate.' What inexplicable fudge! “Wo 
cannot fairly be charged with any want of cour- 
tesy in the expression of these views,” the 
World innocently adds, “as they must be cor- 
di illy accepted by all loyal men in Kentucky.” 
Could anything exceed the simplicity or the 
coolness of tbit! Is the World really serious? 
Wo at any rate assure tho World in serious- 
ness that its views on this head w ill be cor- 
dially rejected by all loyal men in Kentucky. 
The views of tho World concerning Mr. Guth- 
rie are views to which the loyal men of Ken- 
tucky are total strangers They are views pe- 
culiar to the World. Assuredly wc never be- 
fore heard them or any views liko them ex- 
pressed or hinted at by a solitary human be- 
ing. The loyalty of James Guthrie is at 
home above reproach. lie is not merely sound 
to the coro but his soundncsi is unquestioned. 
Kentucky does uot contain a truer or a clearer 
pati iot than he. Nor has the Government 
within the limits of Kentucky a wiser and 
moro efficient supporter. The World s rude 
and unwarrantable assault upon him is to t-s 
utterly incomprehensible. Can auybody tell 
what it means? We own ourselves confound- 
ed. 



Fellow-Citizens of the Senate and 

House of Representatives: 

In the midst of unprecedented poli'ical troubles, 
we b«ve cause of great gratitude to God for health 
and most abundant harvests. 

You will not be surprised to loarn that in the 
peculiar exigencies of the times, our intercourse 
with foreign nations has been attended with pro- 
uind eoh'citude, chiefly turning upon our own do- 
mestic affairs. A disloyal portion of the Ameri- 
can people have, during the whrieyear, been ou- 
traged in an attompl to di vide and destroy the 
"Dion. A nation which endures factious domestic 
divisions is exposed to rifareapcct abroad, and one 
irty or both ia suro sooner or later to invoke 
foreign intervention. Nations thus tempted to 
interfere are not always able to re-ist the counsels 
of r>oenting expediency and ungenerous ambition, 
although measures adopted under such influences 
oldom fail to be unfortnnato and injurious to 
those adopting them. 

The disloyal citizens of the United States who 
have offered tho ruin of our country in reward for 
the aid and comfort which they have invoked 
abroad, have received less patrons gs and encour- 
agement than they probably expected. If it 
wore j ust to suppose, as tho in.-uirgents have 
loomed to assume, that foreign nations in this 
case, disregarding all monl, social, and treaty 
obligation?, would act solely and selfishly for the 
most speedy restoration of commerce, including 
specially the acquisition of cotton, thoso nations 
appear yet not to have seon their way to their 
object moro directly or clearly thr< u :h the do 
etruction than through the preservation of the 
Union. If we could dare to believe that foreign 
nations are actuated by no higher principle than 
this, I am quito sure a second argument could be 
made to show that they could reach their aim 
more resdity and easily by aiding to crush this 
rebellion than by giving encouragement to the 
priocipil lever relUd upon, the exciting if for- 
ign nations to hostility against u=, a? already 
intimated in the embarrassment of commerce. 
Tlrse nation's howevor, not improbably saw from 
the first that it was the Union which made as wtll 
our foreign as our domestic commerce. They 
can scarcely fall to perceive that the ef- 
fort for disunion produces the existing difli :ul 
ty, and that one strong nation preserves moro 
durable peace and a more extensive, valuable, 
and reliable commerce than cau tho same nation 
divided into hostile fragments. 

It is not my purpose to review our dbcusiious 
with foreign 8‘ates, bacause, wha'ev. r might, bo 
their wishes or dispositions, the integrity of our 
country and tho stability of our Government 
■u inly depend not upon ti e , but upon tho loy 
ally, patriotism, \irtue, aud intelligence of the 
American people. The corrospoudeuce itself, wiih 
the usual reservations, is herewith submitted. I 
venture to hope it will uppoir tba’ we have prac- 
ticed prudence and liberality towards foreign 
power:-, averting causes of irritation, and with 
firmness maintaining our rights and boner. Since 
however, it is apparent that here, rs in every other 
State, foreign dangers necessarily attend domesti 
difficulties, 1 recommend that ample aud ad quate 
measur os be adopted for maintaining the public 
defences on every side. While under this gonoral 
recommendation, prevision for defending our 
coast lice readily occurs to tho mird, I al o in 
the same connection, ask the attention of Con 
grrss to our groat lakes and rivers. It is baliovtd 
that some fortifications and depots of arms and 
munitions, with harboc .and navigation improve- 
ments at well solectcd points upon these would 
bs of great Importance to the national defence 
and preservation. 1 atk attontnn to the view* of 
the Si fretary of War, expressed in his report upon 
theeamo general subject. I deem it of importance 
that the loyal regions of Eastern rennesree and 
Western North Carolina should be connected wi*h 
Kentucky and other faithful parts of the Union 
by railroad. I therefore recommend, as a mili- 
tary measure, that Congress provi !e for the con- 
struction of such a road as speedily as possible. 
Kentucky will, no doubt, cooperate, and, through 
her Legislature, make the moat judi.ious selection 
of the lino. The northern tor minus must connect 
with some existing railroad, aud whether the route 
*h til bo from J^exington or Nicholasville to Cum- 
berland Gup or from Lsbanon to the Tennessee 
line in the direction of Knoxville, or some Ktill 
different line, can easily be determin'd. Ken- 
tucky and -the General Government cooperating, 
(he woik can be completed in a very short time, 
and when done, it will not or.ly be of vast present 
usefulness, but also an avuilable and permanent 
improvement, worth i's cost in all the future. 

Some troatis?. designed chiefly for tho interests 
of commerce and having no grave political im- 
portance, have been negotiated, ami will be sub- 
mitted to the Senate for their considerali m. Al- 
tb ugh we have failed to induce some of the com- 
mercial power* to adopt a de-irable melioration 
of the rigor of maritime war, wo have fir re- 
moved all the obstacles from the way of tbeir hu- 
mane ref< rm, excopt such as are merely of tem- 
porary and accidental occurrence. 

. I invite your attention to the correspondence 
between her Britannic Majesty’s Minister, fleered 
ited to this Government, and the Secretary of 
State, relative to the detention of tlie British ship 
Perthshire in ’June last by the United States 
steamer Massachusetts for a supposed breach of 
tho blockade. As this detention was occasioned 
by an obvious misapprehension of th« facts, and 
justica requires that we should commit no belli- 
gerent aci not founded in strict right as sanction* 
by public law, 1 recommend that an appropriation 
be mad*) to satisfy tho reasonable demand of tbo 
owners of the veasol for her detent i >n. 

I repeat the recommend at i *n <f my predeces- 
sor, in his annual message to Ongraes in Decem- 
ber last, in regard to the dispo.rillon of tho sur- 
pl h which will probably remain afnr Ba’iifying 
the claims cf American citizens against China, 
pursuant to the awards of the Comn.i^kijer* un- 
der the act of tho .‘Id of March, 1859. \ f t how- 
ever. it should not bs deemed advis ablo to carry 
that recommendation into effect, 1 would sug- 
gest that authority bo given for inventing the 
principal over the surplus referred to in go d se- 
curities. with a view to the satisfaction of such 
Other just claims of our citiztns > gainst China 
as aro not unlikely to arise here f or in tbo course 
of our extensive trade with that Empire. 

By the act of the 5th of August last. Congress 
authorized the IVecident to instruct the com- 
manders of ruitablo vessels lo defend tbrmselves 
against and to capture pirates. This authority 
has been exercised in a single instance. For the 
more effectual protec. ion of our extensive and 
valuable commerce, in the Eastern sens especial- 
ly, it aeoms to me that it would be advisable to 
authorize the ccmmander? of siiling vessels to 
recapture any prizes which pirates m ly inako of 
U. 8. vessels and iheir cargoes, and tho Consular 
Courts established by law iu Eastern countries are 
to adjudicate the cores in the event that this 
should not be objected to by the legal author! I ins. 

if any good reason exids why wo should per- 
severe longer in withholding our recognition cf 
the independence and sovereignty of Hay ti ond 
Liberia, 1 am unable to discern it. Unwilling, 
however, to inaugurate a novel policy in rogir l 
to them, without the approbation of Congro s, I 
submit f r your onsuWation the expediency « f 
an appropriation for maintaining a Charge d’ Af- 
faire* near eat h » f those States. It da*s not admit 
of doubt that important commercial advantages 
might be secured by favorable treaties with thorn. 

The operation* of tho Treasury during tho 
period which has elapsed since yoar adj >urn:nent 
have hoefi conducted with fignal success. The 
patriotism of tho people has placed at rho di: p) 
sal of tho Government tba Urge means demand- 
ed by tho public exigencies. Much of the na- 
tional l-aan has been tiken by citizens of the in- 
dustrial classes, whoao confidence in their coun- 
try’s f»ith and zeal for their country’s deliverance 
from its present peril, have induced them to con- 
tribute to the support of theGovernment the whole 
of their limited acquisitions.

t^*Tae Louisville correspondent of tho Cin- 
cinnati Commorcial assumes that there is a 
“selfish sensitiveness upon the slavery ques- 
tion” in Kentucky, and speculates on the as- 
sumption as follows: 

Much of this selfish senritivenesi upon the 
slavery question is due to the influence of the two 
dailies ol this city. Neithir cf these ba3 as yet 
ventured to express what their Eiiton cannot 
help considering true, viz: that the Union is 
worth more thau slavery; that the whole cannot 
be sacrificed to parts; that nationality will be pre- 
serve-1 even at the expense of existing laws.

But, inasmuch as 
the parti constitute the whole, if “parts” arc 
sacrificed is not “the whole” sacrificed iu the 
same degree? Can “the whole” be preserved 
and “parts” be sacrificed? In short, is the 
whole equal to some of its partt? Wc think 
not, and, because wc think so, this correspon- 
dent accuses us of insincerity; that is to say, 
ho is unable to comprehend how anybody can 
honestly assent to one of the fundamental laws 
of human thought. Pray, at what Lunatic 
Asylum di l this correspondent graduate? 



during additional grades in tbo s«r%ice. The 
present organization is defective and unsatisfac- 
tory, and tbo suggestions submitted by the De- 
partment w i.l, it is believed, if adopted, obviate 
tbo difficulty a’ luded to, promote harmony, and 
increase the efficiency of the navy. 

There are three vacancies on the bench of the 
Supreme Court — two by' tho deceaso of Justices 
Pa nit 1 and McLean and one bv the resignation 
of Justice Campbell. I have, thus fan, foreborne 
making nomina ions to fill these vacancies for 
reasons which I will new state. Two of the out- 
going Judges reeidud within the States now over- 
run by revolt, so that if successors were appoint- 
ed in the same locslitie*, they could not move 
upon their-circuitr, and many of the most coin- 
tent men there probably would not take tho 
personal hazard lo serve, even here, upon the 
bench of lhn Supreme Court. I have been un- 
willing to throw all the appointments Borihward, 
thus di-nbling myself from doing juriico to the 
South on the return of poaco, although I may 
remark that to transfer to the North ono which 
has heretofore been in the South, would not, 
i h refiremce to territory aud population, bo 
unjust. 

During tho long and brilliant career of Judge 
McLean bis circuit grew, into an empire, alto- 
gpth r too largo for any one Judge to give tho 
($ii rta therein more than a nominal attendance, 
ri iog i i papulation from 1,470,000 in 1831 toG,- 
jl,405 in 1800. Besides this, the country has 
generally outgrown our present judicial systtm. 

If uniformity was at all intended, the system re- 
quires that all the States shall bo accommodated 
with citcuit, c juris, attended by Supreme Ju »ges, 
while, in fact, Wi cousin, Minneiota, Iowa. Kan- 
su*, Florida, Texas, California, and Oregon have 
rever had any such courts. Ncr can this be well 
remedied wi. bout a change of the system, be- 
came tho cd ting of -justices to flio Supreme Court 
enough for the accomm dation of all parts of the 
country with circuit courts would cretto a court 
altogether too dangerous for a judicial body of 
any' court, and the evil of ii would bo ono that 
would increase as now States come into tbs 
Union. Circuit courts are useful or they are n »t. 

If useful, do State all* u’d be duiied them. If 
not useful, no Stale should ha\ e thorn. Let them 
be provided for all or abolished os to all. 

Three modifications occur to me h«Sn», which, 

I think, wcu!d be an improvement upon our pre- 
sent system. Lo* the Supreme Court be of a 
convenient number fn any event. Thin, fird, 
lot the whole country' be divid'd into circuits of 
convenient sizp, the Supremo Judges to serve in 
a number of th*:m corresponding to tbiir own 
number, and independent Circuit Judges be pro- 
vided for all the- rest. Or, o*con l I v, let the Su- 
preme Judges be relieved from Circuit duties a: d 
Circuit JuJ^e; ba provided for all the Circuits. 
Or. thirdly, dispsnse wi ll C ircuit C< urts alto 
pother, Laving the judicial functions wholly to 
tbo District Courts and au kdepe.ident Supreme 
Court. 

I respectfully recommend to the consideration 
of Congress the present condition of tuestatuto 
laws, with the Lope that Congre s will be able to 
find an easy remedy for the uuny inconveniences 
and evils which constantly embarrass thoao en- 
gaged in the practical adinini tration of thorn. 
Since tho organ:;; ition cf tha Government, Con- 
gress ha* enacted some five thousand acta and 
joint resolutions, which fill moro than eix the u- 
sai d closely- printed pages, ar.d aro scattered 
through many volumes. Many of lh*-o act* 
have Ireen drawn in haste, and without sufficient 
caution, so that their provisions are often oinenre 
iu t hems el 7*8, or in conflict with each other, or, 
at least, so doubtful as to render it very difficult 
for even the best- in form ed persons to aic^rtain, 
precisely, what the statuto law really ij. It 
soeins to me very important that the statute law 
should bo made as phia and i itelligille as possi- 
ble, and be reduc'd to as email a compass as may 
boconsritont with the fulnos3 and precision of the 
will of the Legislative aid tho peropicuty cf its lan- 
guage. These, well done, would, I think, greatly 
facilitate the labors of those whoso du v it is to 
aesist in tha administration of the laws, and 
would be a lasting benefit to the people by plat ing 
before them, in a more uccetsible and intelligiblo 
form, the laws which so deeply concern their in 
tere-:ts and their duties. 1 am informed by some, 
wh >se opinions I respect, that all the acts of Con- 
gress uow iu force and of a permanent and gon- 
oral nature, might bs revisod and rewritten, so as 
to I* ombraced in one, or, at mod, two volume?, 
<»f ordinary' and convenient rise; and I respat: t 
fully recimmend to Congresj to consider the sub- 
ject, and. if my suggestions be approved, lo devise 
•*uch a plan as to iheir wisdom shall seem most 
proper for the attainment of the end propped. 

One of the unfavorable con.req lencoj of the 
present insurrection is the ontiro luppscssi* n in 
many places of all ordinary means of administer- 
ing civil justice by theeflhers and iu the forms cf 
existin' law. This ii the care, in whole or ia 
pa»t, in alt the insurgent State?, and as cur irmies 
advance upon and take possewkm of parts of there 
Stales the practical evil b-:c(in s appirent. There 
aro no courts nor officers to whom the citizens of 
other Stares may apply for the enforce mint of 
their lawful claims against citizens of the in- 
surgent States, and there is a vast amount of 
dob s constituring such claim- — some havo esti- 
mated those deb s as high as £200,000,000, due in 
large part from insurgent* iu open rebellion, to 
loyal citizens who are oven now making great 
sacrifices in the discharge of tbeir patriotic duty 
to support the Government. 

Under there circumstances, I have been ur- 
gently sclicitcd to establish by military power 
courts to administer summary justice In such 
cases. I have, thus far, declared to do so, not 
because 1 had any doubt that tho end propped— 
the collect Lu of the debt — was ji«t and right in 
itself, hut because I have been unwilling to go 
boyor.d the pressure of necessity in the unusual 
ex :rci8e of power. But the powers c f Congress, 
l suf»u**sp, are equal to the anonulouj occasion, 
and therefore 1 reier the whole matter to Con- 
gre s, with the hope that a plan may b* devised 
for tho administration of justice in all such parts 
of the insurge . t States and Territo ries, as may 
be under control of thre Government, whether by 
a voluntary return to allegLn:e and order, or by 
the power of our arms. This, however, coi to bo 
a p^rman^nt institution, but a temporary substi- 
tute ana to cease as soon as tho ordinary courts 
can be re ejtablishcd in poace. 

it is important th it sumo more convenient 
means sh u!d be provide I, if po-sibla, for the ad- 
justment of claims against the Government, and 
eipecia'ly, in view of their increased number by 
reason of the war. It is as much the duty of tho 
Government to render prompt j-istice agaiog? it- 
solf in favor of cit z ns, as it is to administer the 
8amo b .’tween private individual?. Tho inveati- 
g ition and adjudication of all claims, in their 
nature belong to the j.ilicial department. Bj- 
fiide?. it i; apparent that the attention of CunprePS 
will be moro thin usually engaged fur some :imo 
to ccme, with great rational questions. 

It was intended bv the organization of the 
Court of Claims merely to remove this branch of 
buriscM from tho halls cf Congress. But w hile 
tho court has proved to be an effective and valu- 
able means or investigation, i*. iu a great degree 
fails to effect iho object of its creation for want of 
pow».r to m.ike its judgments linal. Fully aware 
of the dolicacy, not to Say tbo danger, of the 
subject, i e mu: end to your careful consilsration 
whether tbri p>wer of making judgments final 
may n l be properly given to the court, reservi ig 
the right of appeal in questions of law to the 
Supreme Court, with such other provisions as ex- 
perience may have shown to be necessary.

the how States and Territories of the Northwest. 
The receipts of the Parent Office have declined in 
nine months about $190,000, rendering a large re- 
duction of the farce employed necresarv to make 
it self sustaining. Tbe demands upon tbo Pension 
Office will ba largely increased by* the insurrec- 
tion. Numerous application? for penri ms based 
upon the casual lies of the existing war have al- 
ready been in-do. There i? reason to believo that 
many who are now upon the service roll and in 
receipt of the bounty of the Government, are in 
tho ranks of the insurgent army or aro giving 
them aid and comfort. The Secretary of the In- 
terior has directed the swpenfriou of the payment 
of the pension of such persons uoon proof of their 
disloyalty. 1 recommend that Congress author- 
ize that tftircr to cause tho names of such per- 
sona to be stricken from the ptufion rolls. 

The relations of the Gvv»*rnm«nt with the Ir- 
dhn tribes have been lately disturbed by the insur- 
rectionists, especially in the Northern superinten- 
dency and iu ihat of Mexico. The Indian country 
south of Kansas ii in possession of insurgent ; from 
Texas and Arkansas. Tho agents of the United 
States appointed since the 1th of March for Ihii 
superinleuder.cy have been unable to reach their 
posts, while most of those who were in office be- 
fore that time have espoused tho insurrection- 
ary cau-e, 11 ud are armed to exercire the powers 
of agents by virtue of 0 >oi missions from tbe in- 
surrectionists. It has been stated in the public 
press that a p rtiuu of those Indians have been 
d aft .1 military force and aro attached to 
tho army of She insurgents. Although tbe Gov- 
ernment has no officii 1 information upon the sub- 
ject, letters have been written to the Commis- 
sioner of Indian Affairs by reveral prominent 
chief?, giving assurance of their loyalty to the 
United stare? and expressing the wish for the 
presence of tho Federal troops to (.rot ect them. 
It is believed that on the rcpoi esrion of the coun- 
try by ih* Federal f- roes ihe Indians will with- 
• 1 r 1 ■ tbeir hostile demonstrations and resume 
their former relations to their Government. 

Agriculture, confessedly the largest interest of 
tho nation, has not a department or a bureau, but a

make no suggestion es to detail?, 1 vonluro the 
opinion that an agricultural and statiri icul bureau 
might profitably be organized. The execution cf 
tho laws far the suppression of the African clave 
trade hau been confined to the Department of the 
Inter*- r. It. i? a subject of congratulation that 
tho efforts which havo been mads for the suppres- 
sion of this inhuman traffic have recently been 
attended with unusual success. Five Vessels 
lifting lilted out for tbe slave trade h*\u been 
poized and condemned. Two masters, engaged in 
tho trade, and one person equipping the vo-ael as 
a :*laver, have* been convicted and Fuhjectcd to 
the penalty of fine ar.d imprisonment, and one 
ctptair, taking up a cargo of Africans ©n boa; d 
his v oared, has b-en convicted of tho highest 
prndo of offence under our law?, the puniehmeut 
of which is death. 

The Territories of Colorado, Dacotab, and Ne- 
vada, creaUd by tho li*st Congress, hive b«en 
organized, and civil administration La? been in- 
augurated therein, under auspices e-pecially 
gratifying, when it is consider ed that the leaven 
of treason was found existing in s-une of these 
new countries when the Federal ( Hi cors arrived 
there. Tho abundant national resources of these 
Territories, with the security and protec ion af- 
forded by i rgauiz-xl government, will doubtless 
invite to them a large immigration, when peeca 
shall restore tho business of the country to ita 
accustomed channels. 

I submit tbe resolutions of the Legislature of 
Colorado, which evince the patriotic spirit of the 
people of the Territory. Sj far the authority of 
the United Slate? ha? been upheld in all the ter- 
ritories, as it ii hopod it will be in the future. 1 
commend tbeir intores*s and defence to tho en- 
lightened and generous caro of Congresi. 

I recommend to the favorable cnnsidoriLtion of 
Congre s the interests of the District of Crium- 
bia. The iasurrec'iun has boou tho cans? of 
much suffering and sacrifice to the inbabi anfa, 
and, as they have no representation in Congress, 
that body should not overlook tiioir claims upon 
the Government. 

At your late session, a joint resolution was 
adopted authorizing tha President to fake meas- 
ure* for facilitating a proper representation of the 
industrial interests of tho United States at the 
exhibition of the industry of all nation? to* be 
holden in London in tho t ear 1862. 1 regret to 

b ive loan unable to give personal attention to 
this subject, a sul-j c ' at once so interesting in it- 
solf and sj oxteosively' ar.d intimately connected 
with tho material prosperity of iho world. 
Through the S * o' arias of Siato cod of the Inte- 
rior a plan or system his been divbod nod partly 
matured which will lo laid befa-ro you. 

‘ Under and by virtue of the act <. f Congress en- 
tiilod an act, to confiscate properly usod for in 
surrcctionary purpuscs, approved Aug. 6, 1861 
tha log.* I claims of certain persons to the labor 
and service of certain other p* nons havo become 
forfeited, ar.d numbers of the lattir thus liberated 
are already dependant on the United States and 
must be provided for in some way. Besides this, 
it is not impossible that some of ihe other Slate.-* 
will pass hiaiilar enactments for their own benefit 
respectively, by Iho operation of which persons 
of the same class will be thrown upon them far 
d spusal. Ia such caso 1 rcc umnond that Con- 
gress provide for accepting such persons from such 
States according to tonio mode of valuation, iu 
lieu, pro tanto, of direct taxer, or upon some 
other plan lo bo agreed on with such States re 
spectivaly, that such persons, on>urii acceptance 
by the General Government, be at once deemed 
free, and that in any event stepi bo taken for 
colonizing such clause: — or the one first mention- 
ed, if the other shall not he brought fcito exoed - 
ence — i«» some place or places, in a climate con 
genial to them, it might be well to consider, 
too, whether tho free cil »red popuUt ion already 
in the United States could not, so far as individ- 
uals may do-ire, be included in such colonization 
To carry out tha plan ( f colonization, ma}' in- 
volve tin acquiring of territory, and also tho sp 
I r 'prialion of money, beyond that to be expended 
in the te ritorial acquisition. Having practiced 
the acquisition of territory far nearly fifty y- 
tho question of constitutional power to do so, is 
no longer au open one w i'h us. The power was 
first questioned bv Mr. Jefferson, who, however, 
in the purchase of Louisiana, yielded bis scruples 
ou tin plea of great expediency. If it be said 
that tho only legitimate ol-jsct of acquiring ter- 
ritory is to furnish homes for while men, thia 
measure effects that tbject, for the ©migration of 
colored men leaves additional room for white men 
remaining or cjmiog here. Mr. Jefferson, how 
evor, placed ihe importance of purchasing Loui 
siana moro upon political and commercial ground", 
loan on providing room for population. On this 
whi le proposition, including tbo appropriation o* 
money with thor.cquisi'ionof territory, does not the 
expediency amount to absolute necessity — that 
without which the government cannot be perpetu- 
ated. In con id ring the p >l cy to bo adopted fir 
suppresring the insurrection, I have bum anxious 
and careful 'hat tho inevitable conflict for this 
purpose shall not d -gam rate into a violent and 
remorrelef-S revolutionary straggle. 1 have, there- 
fore, in every case, thought it proper to* keep tbe 
intogrily of the Union p eminent as the primary 
object of the contest on our pa r t. leaving ail 
questions which are not of vital niilitar}' imp* rt 
mice to the more deliberate action of tha Legi;la 
ture. 

In tho exercise of my best discretion, I bav 
ad-iured to the blockade of the p^rt? hold by the 
insurgent *, instead of putting in force, by procU- 
tion, the law of Congie^', enacted 11L the into r ^- 
ftion, for closing those ports. Also, obeying th# 
dictates of pru ter.ee, a? woll as tbo obligations of 
law, instead of transcending, I havo adhered lo 
the act of (.’engross to confiscate property used foi 
insurrcc ionary purposes. If a new law upon tin 
same snbjsct shall t e proposed, its propriety will 
ba duly considered. Ihe Union must ba pre- 
served, and hence all disposable mean* must be 
employed We should not bo ia haste to drermi 
w bat radical and ex’ reme me am re*, which may 
roacu the local, as well as the d sloyttl, are indis- 
pon-able. Ihe inaugural addres*, at tbe begin- 
ning of the Ad min Ut rat ion, and the menage to 
Congress at the late special session, were both 
mainly devoted to theiLmeslic controversy cut 
of which the insurrection and consequent war 
havo sprung. Nothing row occurs to add or sub- 
tract to <r from the priori pits or general pnr 
p;soj stated ar.d expressed in those documt-n 
The last ray of hep? for preserving tho Union 
peaceably expired at the assault upon Fort Suinp 
ter, as «1 a gonoral review of what has occurred 
since miy not be unprofitable. What was pain 
full}' uncertain then ii much better defined ai d 
more distinct now, a* d tho progress of events is 
plainly in tho right direction. Tho insurgents 
confidently claimed a .strong support from north 
of Mason and Dixon’s line, and the friends of the 
Ut i -n were not fiee from apprehen; ion on this 
point. This, however, was soon sottlod definitely 
and on the right side. South of tho line, noble 
little Delaware led off right from the first. Mery 
land was made to .*e?:n against tho Uukn. Our 
soldiers wore assaulted, br dgea were burned, and 
railroads were torn up within her limits, and we 
wore many days, at one time, without Ihe 
ability to bring a single regiment over her soil 
to the Capital. Now her bridges and railroads 
are repaired and opened to the Government. She 
already gives seven regiments to the cau?e of th 
Uuijn and nono to tbe enemy, while her peopl 
at a regular tlecriou have sustained «ln Union fa 
a large in*jority, and a larger aggregate vote 
than they ever before gave 10 any candidate on 
any question. Kentucky too, fir seine time in 
doubt, is now decidedly, ar.d, 1 think, un f hinge 
ably ranged on tbo side of the Union. Missouri 
i? c uoiparatively quiet, and, 1 believo, cannot 
again be overrun by tbo insurgents. These three 
•S ates cf Maryland, Kentucky, and Missouri 
neither of which would prom se a singla soldier at 
first, have now an aggregate of not less Ilian 40, 
000 in tbe tie d for tho Union; white, of their cit- 
izens not mc-ro than h third in number, are among 
the insurgents, and th?y cf doubtful whereabouts 
and existence. Af.er a somewhat bloody Strug 
glo of mouth 0 , winter closes on the Union peopl* 
of W'osteru Virginia, leaving them masters of 
their own country. An insurgent force of 
•about 0.10 thousand five hundred, for months 
dominating tho narrow peninsular region col 
Etituting the counties of Accoisac and North 
ampton, and known as tho Eastern shore of Vir 
ginifl, together with some contiguous parts of 
Maryland, have laid down tlirir arim; and the 
people thore have renewed their allegiance * . 
and accepted tho protection of tha old flag. Thi 
leaves no armed insurgents north of tho Potomac 
or east of 1 1)3 Chesapeake; also, we have obtained 
a footing at certain isolated points of tha South 
era coast, ns Hat t ora;; Port Royal; Tybee I land, 
noar Savannah; and Ship Island. We likewise 
havo some general accounts of popular move- 
ments in behalf cf the Union in N. rth Carolina 
and Tennessee. These things demon -trato that 
tho cause of the Union is advarcing steadily 
Southward. 

Since your la°t adjournment, Lieutenant Gen- 
eral Scott has retired from the head of the army. 
During bis long life, tbe nation ha3 not been un- 
mindful of his merit; yet on calling to mind how 
faithfullv, ably, and brilliantly be has served the 
country ifrema time far back in our history, when 
fow of tho^e now living had been born, and 
thenceforward continually, I cannot but think 
that we are still his debtor. 1 submit therefore 
for your consideration what future mark of rcog- 
nitiou 13 due to him and ourseivos as a grateful 
peoj le. 

With the retirement of Gen. Scott came the 
executive duty of appointing in his stead a Gen- 
eral- ir.-Chiof of tho army. It is a fortunate cir- 
cumstance that neither in council nor in the coun- 
try was there, so far as l know*, any difference of 
opinion as to the proper person to be selected. 
Tho retiring chief ropeatedy expressed bis judg- 
ment in favor of Geu. McClellan for tbe position; 
und in this the nation seemed to give an unani- 
mous concurrence. Tbo designation of General 
McClellan is, therefore, in a considerable degree, 
t he selection of tho country, as well as of the 
Executive. Hence, there i? better reason to hope 
there will be given him the confidence and cordial 
support thus, by fair implication, premised, and 
without which he cinnofo with so full efficiency, 
serve the couatry. It bus been said that one bad 
Ge leral i ? better than two good oae: ,a~.d tbe saying 
is true, if we take it to mean no moro than that an 
army is better directed by a single man, though 
inferior, than two superior ones at variance and 
cross purp *ses. The same ii true in ail joint oper- 
ations, wherein those engage! can have none but 
a common end in view, and can differ only as to 
tho choico of mean.?. In a storm at sea, no one 
on board can w ish the chip lo sink, and uot unfre- 
quontly all go down together bee an so too many 
will direct aud no bingle mind can l*e allowed to 
control. 

It continue? to bo developed that the insurrec- 
tion is largely, if not exclusively, a war upon the 
Ur3t principle of popular government — the rights 
»f the people. Conclusive evidence of this is 
found in tho most grave and maturely onsidered 
public documents, 11? well a? in Ihe general tone 
of the insurgent.**. In these documents we find 
the abridgement of the existing right of suffrage 
and the denial to the people of all right to partic- 
ipate in tbe select! *n of public erne rs, except 
the legislative bedy, advocated with labored ar- 
guments to prove that a large control of the gov- 
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li is the effort to place capital on an equal foot- 
ing with, if not at*ove, lab -*r in the structure of 
government. It is assumed that 1 ;bor is availa- 
ble only iu connection with capital — that nobody 
labors unless someliody else owning capital $ome- 
huw by ti e use of it induces him to labor. This 
assumed, it is not considered whether it n best 
that capita! shall hire laborers and induce them 
to work by their own consent or to buy them and 
hem to it without Iboir consent. Having 

r mceedod so far, it is naturally concluded that all 
.hirers aro eitlur hired lib >rer? or what we call 
slaves, and further, it is assumed that whoever is 
o;.ce a I oti«l laborer is fixed in t he cundition for life. 
Now, there i> no such relation bot ween capital 
and labor as assumed, uor is there any such thing 
aj a freeman being fix*xl for life in the conditlou 
of a hired latiorer. Both of these assumption 
are fal 8 and all inferences from them are ground- 
le s Labor is prior to and independent of capital. 
Capital is onlv the fruit of labor and could never 
h i vo c-xi toil if labor had not first existoi. Labor 
is tbo suporfor of capital and do^erves much the 
higher consideration. Capital has its rights, 
wli h are as worthy of protection as any other 
rights. Ncr is it denied that there 19 and probably 
always will be a relation be’ ween labor and capital, 
producing mu' ual benefits. The error i? in assuming 
that the whole labor of the community exists with- 
in that relation. A few men own capital and that 
few nood labor, and with their capital hire or buy 
a fow to labor for them. A large maj jrity belong 
to neither class — neither work for otners uor have 
others working for them. In most of the South- 
rn States n nujmty of the whole people of all 
colors are neither slaves r.or masters, while in the 
Northern Stale? a large majority are neither 
hirers nor hired Men, with tbeir families — wives, 
sons, and daughters — work for themselves on 
their farms, in their houses, and in their 
shops, taking the whole product to themselves, 
and iv king no favors of capital on the one hand 
nor of hired laborers or si ives on tbe other. It is 
not forgotten that a considerable number of per- 
sons mingle their own labors with capital — that 
i.-, their litor with Iheir own hand*, and also pay 
or hire others to labor for them; but thi? is only 
a mixed and not a disrinct class. No principle 
fated is disturbed by the existence of this mixed 
cla^s. Agair, as has «l read v h**en said, there is 
not of necessity any sue 1 Ihing as the free hired 
laborer being fixed in that condition for lifo. 
Many independent men everywhere in those 
State?, a few years back in their lives, were 
hired laborers. Tho most prudent, peuniiess, 
in tbe world labors fi r wages awhile and saves a 
surplus with wl i. h to buy tools or land for him- 
self. lie llius labors on his own accouut and at 
length hire? another new beginner to help him. 
This is the just and generous and prosperous sys- 
tem which opens the way to all, gives hope to all, 
a ud consequent energy, progress, and improve- 
ment of tneir condition to all. No men living 
are more worthy to bo trusted than those who 
toil up or on fr >m p rristence — none are less in- 
clined to take or tench aught which they havo 
not honestly earned. Lot them be averse to sur- 
rendering a political power which they already 
p&6*8ia*:d which, if surrendered, will surely be 
11 >cd to close the door of advancement against 
euch as they and to fix now disabilities and bur- 
dens upon them till all of liborty shall be lost. 

From tho first faking of our national census to 
tho last are seventy years, and we find our popu- 
lation at the end of the period eight times as 
great, as it was at the beginning. The increase 
of Lho3e other things which men deem desirable 
ha; been even greater. We thus have at one 
view what the popular principle applied to Gov- 
6'nimnt through the maebiaery of the States and 
the Union ha? produced in a given time, and also 
w bat, if firmly maintained, it promises for the 
future There ere already among us there who, 
if tbe Union bo preserved, will live to eee it con- 
tain 250,000,000. Tho strength of to day is not 
altogether f r to-day. It is for a vast future. Also 
with firm reliance on Providence, all the more 
firm and oarntst, let u? proceed in the great task 
which events have devolved upon ns.

Latest from Southeastern Kentucky We 
hive a letter from a reliable source at Camp Hos- 
kins, at Somerset, near the Cumberland liver, 
dated November 29th. Tho correspondent says 
there has been no change in the condition of affairs 
there, save that their position has become more 
exposed and precarious. The rebels have been 
crossing the Cumberland below Somerset in con- 
siderable numbers, but the writer is not informed 
at to tbo number that has crossed. There 
had been some picket skirmishing between the 
rebels and Col. Hoskins’s ou’ posts, in which some 
of the rebels bad boon killed, tho Unionists hav- 
ing sustained no injury. As nearly as we c m 
ascertain the force of the enemy in that vicinity 
is six or eight thousand. 

The writer thinks Col. Hoskins will be com- 
pelled to retire from before the enemy, as it does 
not seem to he the policy of these in command to 
forward reinforcements, hut Col. Ho8kina an- 
nonces his determination to fight ere he makes a 
retrograde movement. 

The rebels show themselves every day on the 
opposite side of the river from Camp Hoskins. 
They are committing all kinds of depredations in 
Wayne and Clinton counties, which they have in 
indisputod possession. They have wantonly 
butchered many sick Union men in their buds, 
and stolen and destroyed much properly Itelc-ng- 
ing to loyal citizens. Many of the Unionists in 
that region are deserting their homes and making 
their way to the Bluegr&ss Region for safety. 

Owing to the prevailing rains Camp Hoskins 
and the roads in the surrounding country are in 
a fearful condition.

They have been 
ordered to the mountain region of eastern Ken- 
tucky, and will depart this afternoon by the 
steamer Telegraph. 

A Patriotic Konaoknkkian. — Mrs. Nelly 
Applegate (familiarly known as Aunt Nelly Ap 
plegate), living ia the upper part of the city, 
who, during tbo Revolutionary war, knit socks 
and made bandAges for the soldiers, is now daily 
and nightly engaged in the same good work for 
the soldiers of the Union. Although in her 
ninety- first year, she is, mentally and physically, 
as sprightly as many of half her age. May she 
long live to enjoy tho blessings of the Union she 
is laboring to sustain.

fclf The Cincinnati papers are desorvedly in- 
dignant at the disgraceful frauds perpetrated upon 
the soldiers in the article of clothing, and it is a 
great shame that the infamous contractor; are 
not exposed and punished. The Commercial 
says the overcoats for the 2d Ohio regiment were 
sent to the mouth of Big Sandy, the boxes being 
duly marked “inspected,” but were not opened 
until opposite Cincinnati on Sunday. It seems 
to have heeu presumod that the suffering soldiers 
would he glad to get any sort of rag to cover 
themselves with; but this confidence in them was 
misplaced. They thought they had suffered 
enough from negligence, or worse, in tho Ciccin 
nati Quartermaster's Department, and had toiled 
and fought enough in tho service of tho country 
to be entitled to goed clothing; and thero was not 
a minute’s hesitation in rejecting the dirty things 
sought to he thrust upon them. They are a! ill 
ragged and without overcoats, and tho Commer- 
cial states that flimsy black cotton warp overcoats 
have been imposed upon the 3d Ohio regiment, 
having been sent out to meet them at Parkers- 
burg, and the same experiment was tried on Col. 
Stanley l^atthews’s regiment, hut he would not 
touch the trash. This confirms the Commercial's 
statement that a large quantity of miserably in- 
ferior goods has been purchased by or for tho 
Cincinnati Quirternnster, and is being made up 
in that quarter. 

The sufferings and privations of Col. Len Har- 
ris's regiment, the 2i Ohio, have been the result 
of shameful cupidity on the part of contractors 
or others. Col. H. applied for overcoats before 
leaving Camp Dennison, and could not get than, 
but was told by Captain Dickerson that they 
would he provided for him when he went into 
active servico. When he moved into Kentucky, 
and remained a few days in camp at Cole's Gar- 
den, he agiin applied for overcoats and could not 
get them. When lie marched to the Olympian 
Springs, expecting the campaign in tho moun- 
tains of Eastern Kentucky, he made the proper 
requisition upon, and sent imploring messages to, 
the Quartermaster at Cincinnati for the coats, 
without which it seemed impossible for the men 
to perform their duties. He despatched the 
chaplain of tho regiment, and at another time 
the assistant surgeon, detailing tho deplorable 
condition cf the men, and brggiog that they 
might be clothed. But no sign of an effort to 
sond the articles mest imperatively needed was 
visible until the return to the Ohio river, when 
he boxes marked “inspected,” and full of the 
flimsy, half cotton trash, made their appear- 
ance — adding to the gross injury sustained the 
meanest insult conceivable. While the 2d Ohio 
regiment were fighting the enemy in Eastern 
Kentucky, woaring thin flinnel blouses, march- 
ing through the mud, wading rivers, and sleep- 
ing on the ground in the rain, an enormous quan- 
tity of clothing was shipped in such a mysterious 
manner that it could not be found. Some of it 
was sent from Cincinnati, directed to poiats 
where the regiments for whom it was marked 
were known not to be, and not addressed to the 
care of any one. 

These facts certainly demand the most search- 
ing investigation, and until they are satisfactori- 
ly explained, those who are entrusted with the 
supply of clothing for the volunteers now in 
Kentucky should look to Kentucky for making 
them. There is no plantation in oar State where 
the £ lives are as poorly clad as were many of the 
companies and indeed regiments of Gen. Nelson’s 
division when they passed through oar city. The 
army contracts which have been allotted to Lou- 
isville have hem scrupulously filled, and the ar- 
ticles give the greatest satisfaction to the sol- 
diers. As we have soen the regiments leaving 
the city for their different camps, the comfortall* 
looks of all, with their stout overcoats, heavy 
blankets, and well-filled knapsacks, have at- 
tracted our admiration. We do not disparage the 
workman of Cincinnati; on the contrary, they 
are as good as can be found in the world; hut 
until this great rascality can be ferreted out and 
stopped, charity as well as ustice to tho Gov- 
ernment demand that no more clothing should be 
ordered there for army purposes. The (pen foe 
upon our southern border is not more dangerous 
than these secret assassins who send brave men 
out into the rigors of winter with insufficient ap- 
parel for the sake of making money out of their 
contracts. A whip should be put in every honest 
hand to whip such rascals naked throngh the 
world! 

Trouble at Casey vill, Kv. — The steamer 
Golden State, which left Paducah on Friday 
evening last was met at Cave-in-K ck, by a 
messenger, who informed Capt. King that there 
was a body of six hundred rebel; at Casey ville, 
awaiting the arrival of bis boat and the Charley 
Bowen, intending to seize them on their ai rival.

all the human story. 

Some men are born fools, and of them there is 
hope. Some are born with reasonable souls, and 
become foolish, and of such there is no hope, not 
the most distant. 

We have confidence in the present administra- 
ion of affjire, and with that confidence we have 
assured our readers that the war is to bs conducted 
on the principles which have been announced. 
The course of Gen. Dix in Eastern Virginia, of 
Gen. Sherman in South Carolina, alike confi r m 
our confidence and give evidence of the sincerity 
and consistency of the Administration. It is of 
the highest importance that the people he saved 
from the evil effects of such speeches as Mr. Coch- 
rane’s. If New York city believed that lm senti 
ments were approved by the President, we do not 
believe another million could be raised for the 
Government in all the banks together.

The number of cavalry already amounts to bo- 
weeu 60,000 and 70,000, much more than the 
Government can u?e.

fied with the treatment of this government, to 
maintain the Union, nor sa' rifled with the course 
of bte Stato. he, (Burnett), hai as-umod the duty 
of organizing another government for the batter 
protection of the lives, property, and liberty of 
the people of Kentucky, and io this undertaking 
has employed Minion Briivar Buckner, who 
w*as not only somewhat assimilated in name, 
but in the deeds of Simeon Gue'tere/., who once 
headed a band of Indians in Kentucky. — 
Throe times has the gallant State of Kentucky 
declared, by overwhelming majorities, that she 
wool I not leave the United States lo run after 
strange gods, or for the ro -called Southern Re- 
public, notwiths'andiog Ler repeated declara- 
tions for the Union and in violation of the well 
known sentimm's of the people of Kentucky. 
They had been told the object of the convention 
and of the so-called Soutnern Confederacy. It 
was intended to respect the condition cf Kentucky, 
which it was protonded would bo done bv the 
Government of ttie United iStatei. The Unioi 
men of Kentucky never did deny the right 
of the Federal Government to occupy its soil fi r 
the exercise of the purposec implied by the 
Constitution. Kentucky acknowledged her ob- 
ligation* and expressed her intention to fulfill 
them. The pm 'amnion of the Governor of 
Kentucky deceived the people but the Legisla- 
ture denounced it.

Tuk Philadelphia Mist.— F orney a Press* 
in commenting upou tbe article under the bead 
of “Mom v-m.iking," in tbe December number of 
Harper's Me.Ru rine, says the special correspond- 
ent of tbe London Morning Herald, writing from 
Few York on the 2lKh of Octobor, describes a 
visit which he paid to the Philadelphia Mint a 
few days before. He eulogizes the numismatic 
collection of coins and medals, as containing many 
very rare specimens, “from the widow's mite up 
to tbe largest modom gold coinage, "and says of 
the money making itself: “l*ho machinery in of a 
superior character. The mechanical contrivances 
used in the milling and stamping are improve- 
ments upon the French model." The writer io 
Harper (Mr. Waldo Abbott, we understand) mi- 
nutely describee the machinery, and points out 
when and by whom the improvements were made 
—most of them, it appear, by Mr. Fnrklin 
Peale, chief coiner f.om 18311 to 1801. Mr Ab- 
bott save: “An attache of the Iloyal Mint, Lon- 
don, lately visited ours at Philadelphia. Ashe 
was leaving, he remarked to the coiner: ‘When 
you come to London, I beg yon not to visit cur 
Mint. You are a hundred years in advance of 

03.’” 

More than that, we think, for the milling ma- 
chine in Philadelphia, worked by steam, rnilla 
120 double eagles, or 560 ha If- dimes in one min- 
ute, while the English unchine, worked by hand, 
operates but upon two a minute. The French 
coining presses (by M. Thounelirr) are the Coast 
in Europe; those used at our Mint are iuoprjve- 
meuta upon them by Mr. Pealo. The coining- 
presses used in the Mint in London wore con- 
structed by Boulton and Watt in 1700, exactly 
tive vears before the Mint in Philadelphia was 
tirst at work. 

Every realm in Europe has its own coinage, of 
course. A great deal of money in use is made by 
contract in England, chiefly at the Bobo Works 
(Boulton &Dd Watt), Birmingham. It is a sin- 
gular fact that the coin thus mide by a simple 
manufac.dring firm is better executed than that 
produced in the Royal Mint in Lor don. The fact 
is, the private money -maktrj avail thsmeelvesof 
all tbe Improvemon's iu machinery which prac 
tice and ecience have affected, and the moneyers 
(as they are cilled), who do the coining of metals 
in London, receiving a profit on their wo?k, ere 
content to use tbe old maebinorv. 1 1 the Mint 
of Philadelphia, even when the heaviest and 
fastest work U going ou — and over 25,000,000 
coins were made there in 1860 — the visitor only 
experiences a slight vibration. On the contrary, 
when a person ca'ches sight of Tower Hill, on 
which the Royal Mint is placed, a palpable shak- 
ing of tbegnund, from the working of the clum- 
sy machinery, is experienced at a distance of oven 
500 feet from the building. In tbe Hotel d?s 
Monnabs (Imperial Mint), Paris, wbero the ma- 
chinery is very much better, Ibis quivering or 
vibration of the earth, at a distance from tbe 
building, is less objey able. It exist*'. however, 
whereas one may walk into our Mint in Chestnut 
etreet without perceiving U, except very slightly. 
The perfection of our mjcfciuery eases tbe woik- 
icg and increases Its results. 

One Mint supplies Great Britain and Ireland 
with gold and silver coin. Copper money, which 
la in process of being supplanted by a bronze 
coinage, in imltatiou of thit of France, is made 
for the British Government and for India and 
other Colonial poeseasions, by Boulton acd Watt, 
of Birmingham. There were 81 Mints in Pari", 
previous to 1772, whon the number was reduced 
to 18. At present there are seven, — namely, at 
Paris, Lille, Eourdeaux, Lyons, Marse lies, Rou- 
en, and Strasbourg. Nearly the whole French 
coinage, however, is made at Paris. The United 
States Mints, authorized by Congress, are at 
Philadelphia, New Orleanp, Charlotte, Dablono- 
ga, and Sau Francisco. By far the greater quan- 
tity of United States coin is made in Philadel- 
phia. 

Notwithstanding the superiority of the Phila- 
delphia Mint to any in Europe, it is comparative- 
ly quite an infant institution. It whs established 
by act of Congress in April, 1792, and was first 
in full operation in January, 1795. There cer- 
tainly was a Miut in .Franco over thirteen hun- 
dred years ago, for there are to be seen, in fhe 
Musee Monctaire of the prtaeent Mint, Borne coins 
of Childebert I, which wero struck in Lis own 
palace, on the lie de la Cite. The Mint, organ 
ized as a separate establishment, was situxted in 
the Rue de la Mcnnaie. but finally the Hotel de 
Conti, on the Quai Conti (right side of the Seine), 
was converted into the present Mint, in 1775. 
Borides coining money, mcdils, aud counter?, 
certain officials at the Paris Mint assay and. 
stamp all the gold and silver for jewellers— the 
law in France aad England bring that overy ar- 
ticle of gold or silver must be stamped by the 
State, to assure the purchaser that It was of the 
proper quality. 

In England, as far back as the year 928, King 
At hoist an issued orders for tbe regulation of the 
Royal Mint. In the reign of Uosry 1, two cen- 
turies later, the ci*y of Winchester was tbe scat 
of the King's money- making. There have occa- 
sionally been Mints at other places— in Dublin, 
Bury St. Edmunds, York, Bristol, Calapis (while 
in possession of England), and London. Ia tbe 
latter place has long been the sole Royal Mint of 
England. Sir Isaac Newtou was Warden of the 
Mint for nearly thirty year?, and among the 
Masters of tbe Mint, in living memory, were Mr. 
Gladstone, now Chancellor of tbe Exchequer; 
Rich jrd Lalor Sheii, the celebrated Irish orator; 
and Sir John Uerschcl, the well known astrono- 
mer. The Directors of the Mint at Philadelphia, 
since its organization in 1792, have been David 
Rittcahouse, Henry William Do Saussure, Elias 
Bondioot, Robert Patterson, Dr. Samuel Moore, 
Dr. Robert M. Patterson, Dr. George N. Eckert, 
Thomas M. Pettit, James Ross Snowden, and 
Janies Pollock, ex Governor cf Pennsylvania, 
under whom, we are well assured, its superiority 
will bo fully maintaiced. 



Thk Withdrawal from. Northeaster!* 
Kentucky. — T here have been thoughtless cen- 
sures bestowed on the policy of withdrawing Gen. 
Ntlson’s brigade from tho Sandy Valley. f lhe 
May a villa Eigle, however, clearly shows that 
there is no good reason for fault finding.^ It says 
it will be utterly impossible for any formidable 
force of Ibo enemy to subsist in Floyd and Pike 
counties, or any wherein that regior, so com- 
pletely has it been ttrippsd of forage and all tbe 
iioceiii'uries of lif* - ; it is more than probable that 
many cf tho inhabitants will be compelled to 
leave for want of food to sustain life. Aud it is 
admitted that supplies cannot be forward-id from 
Virglni* over t ha mountain roads during the win- 
ter in tufficient quantities to sustain any con 
eiJoralle body of men. It may, then, bo set 
down as a certainty that there ia little or no dan- 
ger of an invasion from Virginia until spring sete 
in. Assuredly, then, tho sturdy men who com- 
pose tho Ohio regiment?, aud who havo seen hard 
service, should not bo condemned to a lifo of in- 
activity among the dreary and cheerless moun- 
tain?, whore there ia no prospect of findiog a re- 
spectable enemy. Acd it* would ho worse than 
useless to keep tbom thua employed in doing noth- 
ing, when tbelr strong bands and daring hearts 
are so much needed at other points of defence. 
Wo wish to see Bncknor ard hi? hoi doe driven 
from tho State, and in order to do this it ia neces- 
sary to collect all the forces ngaiast him which 
are within our roach. 

Those who complain of tho policy adopted by 
thoeo in command of tho Dapar^ment. of Ken- 
tucky C8y that they apprehend robberies and as- 
sassinations by the dispersed secessionist?, who 
they fear will band together to pillage ar.d mur- 
der the Uniou men. We regret that this may be 
so, and we still more regret that tbo Government 
has not sufficient force now at its command to 
protect every b*ml*t and locality in the country. 
If the force in Kentucky was large enough to 
render the issue of tbo approaching battle near 
Bowling Green certainly favorable to tho Gov- 
ernment, acd also to keep one or two Ohio regi- 
ments in tin mountains cf Easter t Kentucky to 
protect tho psep'e, and one cr two nv?re in every 
]ccili f y whsre there is danger of ench outrages 
from depredators, we should bo waruilv in favor 
of retaining an ample force for that purpose at 
PikeviU j or Prestons burg, cr at any other point 
w’hero they nti^bt bj desired. But as the Gov- 
ernment unfortunately ii not able to do all those 
things, wo arc opposed to tli-j groat divisions of 
our army being weakened and tha refill! hazarded 
by distracting and scattering our forc«°. Concen- 
trate ar.d fight, is tho proper principle to act upon. 
CctfeK superior numbers and m?ke victory cor- 
tnin. Drive tho enemy from Kentucky, as. ail 
them wherever tbej' pro ia forco, and whon once 
their large armies nre driven ou», nuriud^rs will 
bavo little disposition to exercise their proclivi- 
ties in the way of stealing, or if the ruling pat- 
eion should cling to them, the Government sol- 
diers may then be turned into a police force to 
hunt them down. 

There ere about fifteen hundred men in the 
various Kentucky regiments already in tbe San- 
dy Valley, and if they are left there during tbo 
winter, a a they probably will bo, they will con- 
stitute a forco sufficient to put 'down all probable 
marauding parties. If the Union men eeriroslj 
apprehond dagger from such source!, let them 
bard togoth r and icour the country for the 
tbiww; follow them among the bushes; search 
for them among the cliftr; dive for them into tho 
ravines and the caves. Make certain cf peace at 
home, by putting an end to thoso who threaten 
them. Those who prowl abcut tho country, 
stealing and murdering, are not entitled to be 
treated as prisoners of wa*, but should be hung 
cn the first limb. The Union men havo tho pow- 
er to defend tbom elves, if they will only take 
tho inea { ru r e3 nccoesa^y to that et.d, and our ad- 
vice to thorn is to act energetically, and let tho 
forces of tbe Government be concentrated in 
overwhelming masses upon more imp' rtant fields.

I invoke, lure on Ilurk r Iliil, coming from my 
own honored State in the far Sou'h, i invoke from 
you that you thall require those who represent 
you to administer tho Government h? it wan 
fram'd by our father} under the Constitution. 1 
would a k in the spirit of that patriot who has 
departed from ns, if ho can lo:k down again upon 
the earth which bo once honored, to inspire you 
all with that feoling which would require tbat ’be 
Government should bo administered in honor and 
good faith And when I return to mv borne I 
shall h»ve the satisfaction of assuring my people 
that the spirit of Bunker Hill yet lives in Massa- 
chusetts.

Add to tbi * cur h«Btiiy 
prr pared rations and exposure. f>r we were often 
rojfod from our ^lumbers upon tho damp or wot 
ground, where wo had slept without hay or straw, 
at 4 A. M. ar.d were on tho march by 5 or 6, 
through rain and mud, rarely making but one 
halt until we encampjd Bgrin for the night. Let 
them try this on for six weeks in addition to tbo 
above, and they will find still lo>8 occasion fv 
sneers. Sirs, 1 acsort without the tear of succors 
ful contradiction, that no brigade in the service 
cf the United ijlktes has petm more hard s«r 
cr endured more fatigue or exposure in tbe rente 
length of timo. And up to tho hour cf oar pass 
ing through your ci v wo had had no rest or res 
pile for improvement; but give us a few weeks to 
recruit, our wa.ted anl almcst worn out energies 
and if wo do not draw forih the admiration cf our 
3eces3bn friend?, we will something el?e th a .t will 
be quite as profitable to the country. C.
